The 
Jaw was based on faith that industry 
would not violate a great public trust.

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Real Fitness in Indian Exhibit 
Here, Writes John Collier 


There is real fitness, says John | 
Collier, United States commissioner 
of Indian affairs, in a letter address- 
ed to Mike Benton, president of the. 
Southeastern Fair Association, in the | 
plan to stage a great Indian exposi-| 
= at the Southeastern fair next | 
all. 


Commissioner Collier in the letter 
written from his office in Washing- 
ton, recalls the history of the Chero- 
kee Indians and the manner in which | 
they were exiled from their tribal 
lands in Georgia 100 years ago. 

“There will be a real fitness,” writes 
Mr. Callier, “if an authentic Indian | 
exposition can be held in Georgia in 
1934. Just about a century ago the 
Kreat and disastrous movement of the | 
Indians out of ‘the southeast and | 
across the Mississippi was being-car- 
ried out. That event had been preceded 

y a famous supreme court decision. 
to which the state of Georgia was a 
party. The decision held that the 
jurisdiction over the Indians was in 
the federal government exclusively, not 
ip the states, and it was followed by | 
S30ther decision which held that the 
Imdians were entirely at the mercy of 
congress, This second decision, which 
1s at the basis of all jater Indian 
events, was rendered by the supreme 
court upon the plea of the Cherokees, 
who asked constitutional protection 
against being forcibly removed from 
the region, in eastern Tennessee, west- 
ern North Carolina and north Georgia 
which was occupied 100 years agu 
under treaties with the government. 


si 4,000 Died. 

Twenty thousand Cherokees start- 
ed the trek bit only about 16,000 ar- 
Fived; 4,000 die on the way: and 
the government, with supreme irony, 
forced these Indians to pay back to 
the government the cost of driving 
them into exile and indirectly slaugh- | 
tering 4.000 of them on the road. 

“Some of these Cherokees hid in the 
fast nesses of the Nantahalas, the 
TUnakas and the Great Smokies, and 
the government forgot about them. 
Gradually they emerged: they work- 
ed, and bought land and put it into 
@ tribal corporation, and formed them- 
Selves into a local Indian government, . 
and these are the Indians who now 
occupy the eastern Cherokee reserya- 
tion, They still carry forward their | 
@o-operative local life and they hold | 
their lands in common in the old In- | 
dian way.

Despite the 
fact that the venerable light-heavyweight Tommy Loughran 
had rocked him with blows on the jaw and despite the fact that 
the only time Jack Sharkey hit him on the mandible he went 
sprawling to the floor, the myth persisted that Carnera was a 
dangerous man. | will never forget that stunned, bewildered 
look on his face as he felt the crushing right hand blows come 
smashing through to his jaw and the left hurt him in the stomach 
or below the heart.

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Gettle Case Indicates 
What Kidnapers Face 


In New Crime Deal 


By PETER LEVINS. 


F a criminal textbook were to 
be written, this story could 
form a chapter entitled, 
“What a Kidnaper Must Contend 
With.” The chapter might prove 
discouraging reading to criminal 
novices laboring under the im- 
pression that the snatch racket is 
as simple as it may be alluring. 
The fact is that we are grad- 
ually learning how to handle 
these cases. The racket was per- 
fected by criminals quite a while 
ago, but it is only within recent 
months that the forces of law 
have been catching up with the 
problem. The Gettle snatch is an 
instance of the New Deal that has 
developed since the Lindbergh 
tragedy. Kidnapers have no rea- 
s0n to expect that future jobs will 
prove any easier. 


The failure of the police to find 
the Lindbergh kidnaper or kid- 
napers may have boomed the 
racket, as many believe, but let 
us not forget that by the same 
token the Lindbergh case has also 
brought about important changes 
in the treatment of kidnap cases 
—not only by the police but by the 
families the victims. 

So-called truces, during which 
the police maintain a hands-off 
policy while the family conducts 
negotiations for the victim’s re- 
turn, are fast becoming truces 
only in name. Criminals can no 
longer expect investigators, par- 
ticularly federal agents, to with- 
draw while the ransom deal is 
under way. In other words, kid- 
napers must not believe everything 
they read in the newspapers. 

The Lindbergh ransom hoax, 
perpetrated weeks after the child 
was murdered, has been upper- 
most in the public mind ever since 
it happened. It was said, after 
the body was discovered, that the 
case would result in a wave of 
similar cases, but as a matter of 
fact the Lindbergh tragedy seems 
to have ruined the kill-and-collect 
method. 

Families of kidnaper victims, or 
their intermediaries, simply refuse 
to pay nowadays until the gang 
has given positive proof¢that the 
captive is alive. 

This has made matters some- 
what harder for the boys, too. 

The Gettle kidnaping was a 
well-planned job. Experienced 
criminals worked out the details 
and effected the abduction with- 
out a hitch. Moreover, the gang 
dealt with persons who were per- 
fectly willing to pay the $75,000 
demanded for his release. Yet the 
job failed completely. 

William F. Gettle, retired oil 
millionaire of 46, and father of

four young children, was seized 
during a party on his five-acre 
estate at Arcadia, Cal., in the foot- 
hills of the Sierra Madre chain. 
He had just built a swimming 
pool on the grounds and the party 
was in celebration of this. The 
children had been left with serv- 
ants in the Gettle residence in 
Beverly Hills. 


Two Masked Men 
Seize Gettle and Guest. 
The guests sported about the 
pool. Shortly after midnight 
(Thursday, May 10) most of the 
guests returned to the big ram- 
bling house. Gettle and a friend, 
James P. Wolf, a Los Angeles 
furniture manufacturer, strolled 
to a recreation hall at the rear 
of the grounds to have a drink 
and change from their bathing 
suits. They were standing at the 
bar when two men appeared. The 
strangers had guns in their hands 
and their faces were masked by 
handkerchiefs. 


“Put ’em up, gentlemen,” said 
one of the gunmen. 


They obeyed. Both Gettle and 
Wolf thought it was a holdup. 
The intruders directed them to 
walk out of the recreation hall 
and head for the east wall of the 
estate, about 100 yards distant. 
They were told to keep talking as 
though nothing had happened. 


During this walk to the wall 
Gettle managed to toss his wallet 
into the shrubbery. The gunmen 
saw him do this but said nothing 
until they reached the seven-foot 
wall. 

“This isn’t a heist,” said the 
spokesman of the pair. “It’s a 
snatch.” 

Gettle, considerably agitated, 
said he would give them all the 
money in his wallet and every dol- 
lar he had in the house. The kid- 
nap chief sneered. “That wouldn't 
be enough. This is a kidnaping, 
feller!” 

They removed their captives’ 
neckties, bound their hands, and 
sealed their mouths with adhesive 
tape. Wolf was tied to a tree 
and warned that he would be kill- 
ed if he gave the alarm within an 
hour. Then they led Gettle to a 
ladder leaning against the wall. 
Gettle got to the top, where they 
pushed him over. Wolf heard him 
groaning. A few moments later 
came the sound of a departing 
automobile. 

Wolf freed himself in about 30 
minutes. He presented a startling 
spectacie as he rushed into the 
house, ribbons of adhesive tape 
still dangling from his mouth. 

Mrs. Gettle was prostrated by 
the news. She had only recently 
recovered from pneumonia. In a 
statement issued immediately the 
wife exphessed her willingness to 
pay ransom for Gettle’s return, 
naming Ernest E. Noon, a Beverly 
Hills lawyer, as spokesman for the 
family. She pleaded with the kid- 
napers not to harm her husband 
but to return him safely to her 
and their children. 

The police were informed of the 
snatch at once. (The day is pass- 
ing when kidnapers can persuade 
their victims’ families not to tell 
the authorities what has happen- 
ed. It’s tough, fellows, but this 
is something you have to contend 
with.) Outside the wall of the 
estate they found footprints and 
the tracks of a small automobile. 

The smoothness and daring with 
which the gunmen worked indi- 
cated experienced criminals, the 
police said. 

All this happened, it is interest- 
ing to note, just about five months 
after Governor James Rolph Jr., 
in approving the lynching of the

Authorities Announce 
Withdrawal of Officers. 


Noon conferred with District At- 
torney Buron Fitts and other offi- 
cials. He told them that he had 
made a contact and asked them to 
withdraw while he negotiated. 
Later a statement was issued to 
the newspapers, signed by Fitts, 
Sheriff Eugene Biscailuz, Chief of 
Police James E. Davis, and Reed 
Vetterli of the United States De- 
partment of Justice. (Vetterli 
was one of the officers wounded in 
the Kansas City massacre.) 

“We feel that William Gettle is 
still alive,” 
ment. “Our first concern in this 
case is the welfare of the victim, 
and therefore we are thoroughly 
willing to co-operate with his 
family by withdrawing our offi- 
cers if by their presence he is in 
danger, or so that negotiations can 
be made with the family for the 
return of the victim.” 


Meanwhile Mrs. Gettle had re- 
ceived a handwritten letter, mailed 
from San Bernardino, 60 miles 
east of Los Angeles, demanding 
$40,000 ransom. This confused the 
situation and must have disturbed 
the actual kidnapers considerably. 


That was why the letter was 
written by Mr. Reed Vetterli of 
the United States department of 
justice. His letter caused the real 
kidnapers to believe that some 
other racketeer@ were horning in

on their job and prompted them 
to hurry their moves. 


Attorney Noon made several 
trips during the morning, one of 
them to the bank. While he was 
gone the spokesman for the gang 
again telephoned his office. He 
told Miss Grace Hundley, Noon’s 
secretary, that if Noon was ready 
to do business he must insert an 
advertisement in the paper the 
next morning. “He'll hear from 
us,” said the kidnaper and hung 
up. 

The intermediary in the next 
couple of days made several con- 
tacts. In order to make sure that 
he was dealing with the actual 
kidnapers, he asked “Percy,” as 
the spokesman for the gang was 
called in their conversations, to 
obtain replies to certain questions 
which only Gettle would be able 
to answer. (This also happened 
in the Robles case, you'll recall.) 


One question was, “what did I 
play with on my one and only trip 
to the ranch?” Another was, 
“who was there at the time?” In 
due time Noon got the replies— 
“You played with a green parrot. 
Dan Richards and George Lutz 
were there at the time.” This 
convinced him not only that he 
was dealing with the right gang 
but that Gettle was alive. Noon 
then expressed his entire willing- 
ness to follow instructions for the 
payment of the ransom. 

But difficulties arose. Despite 
the announcement by the authori-

ties, things did not proceed quite 
as smoothly as the kidnap mob 
may have expected. Attorney 
Noon and his telephone became 
very “hot.” Somebody was inter- 
fering, 

Told to Expect 

Call From Friend. 


Noon was told to expect a call 
from A. E. Fox, a friend of Gettle. 
Fox called a few minutes later. He 
said he had talked with the kid- 
naper, who said he was trying his 
damndest to deliver a note to 
Noon. 

For the time being Fox served 
as emissary and later Blayney 
Matthews, chief investigator for 
the district attorney, drove the 
pay-off car. Noon was compelled 
to keep in the background, for 
every move of his was spotted. 

Hourly it was becoming a more 
dangerous job than it had seemed. 

To add to the discomfiture of 
the criminals, the police announc- 
ed on Saturday morning, the 
12th, that if Gettle were not re- 
turned by midnight they would 
throw 5,000 officers into the hunt 
for the kidnapers. The police as- 
serted they would search every 
house in southern California. 

That same Saturday evening a 
curious series of incidents got 
under way. An apartment house 
believed to harbor bandits had 
been secretly wired with sound re- 
cording devices. For more than a 
week officers under Captain Harry 
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He tried to induce the Gettle children te look dejected,

Officers Listen

The officers pricked up their 
ears. The man was in 
the apartment of Larry Kerrigan, 
a known criminal with a long rec- 
ord of arrests and jail terms. 
Later they heard a voice say, “T'll 
bet you’re scared about that phone 
call.” And another man answered, 
“Oh, they can’t trace a call from 
a pay booth!”

Mrs. Gettle appealed to the au- 
thorities for more time. Noon as- 
sured the district attorney that he 
had heard from the kidnapers and 
that negotiations would begin in 
a day or so. Accordingly, it was 
announced that the “truce” would 
be extended until Monday noon. 
“If the kidnapers don’t return 
Gettle by them we shall proceed,” 
Stated Fitts. 


Sunday afternoon the officers 
istening in on that “nice cool 
spot” heard a man say: “It looks 
from the newspapers like the cops 
are layin’ off.” 

Early Monday morning Mat- 
thews set out alone with the ran- 
som money in a satchel. Follow- 
ing instructions “Percy” had com- 
municated to Noon, he drove to 
the Laurel Canyon district in the 
hills behind Mollywood, where he 
located a stake and a note. The 
note, written by Gettle himself, 
said: 

“FE. E. Noon: Go to Crenshaw 
boulevard and turn south to Flo- 
rence. Turn east on Florence to 
Alameda street, south on. Ala- 
meda street to Florence and 
watch very carefully on right hand 
until you see a white rag on stick 
stuck in ground. Stop and low 
at the foot of the stake and you 
will find more instructions. Be 
sure and not drive over 20 miles 


an hour. 
“W. F. GETTLE.” 

Matthews drove to the second 
stake and found this note—- 

“E. E. Noon: Go straight ahead 
until you find another stake and 
rag on the same side of the road. 
Stop and put the suitcase about 
three to six feet from the post. 
Get in car and drive straight up 
Firestone and circle to. left for Los 


Angeles. 
“W. F. GETTLF.” 

But the kidnapers were the vic- 
tims of their own ingenuity. Be- 
fore the intermediary could carry 
out the instructions a pistol battle 
started in the neighborhood be- 
tween a constable and a burglar. 
Matthews feared he might be run- 
ning into hi-jackers and immedi- 
ately fled the region. Later in the 
morning, “Percy” phoned Noon, 
who explained what had héap- 
pened. 

In this conversation the kid- 
naper gathered the notion—which 
was correct—that Noon's tele- 
phone wire had been tapped. 


Temperature Rises 
In Kerrigan’s Place. 


In the Kerrigan apartment, a 
man was heard to say, “This place 
is getting hot!” It undoubtedly 
was—hotter than they dreamed. 
In fact, the temperature of that 
place had been rising by leaps and 
bounds for 48 hours.

Attorney Noon sat by his tele- 
phone waiting for a further word 
from the kidnapers. But no word 
came. The reason— 

Police officers had crashed 
Kerrigan's apartment and arrest- 
ed James Kirk, 38, and two young 
women, Loretta Woody and Joan 
Burke. On Kirk they found the 
business card of a real estate man. 
On the reverse side of the card, 
lo and behold, was the name 
“William F. Gettle.” 

An officer called the real estate 
man. “Do you know a short, 
heavy-set man, about 35 or 40, 
with a red neck and a puffy face?” 

“Sure. I rented him a house 


the other day at 4346 Rosemont 
street, La Crescenta, 

Captain Harry Brewster and six 
officers rushed to La Crescenta, a 
small town in the foothills, six 
miles north of Los Angeles. They 
parked their cars a few doors away 
from the bungalow. Az the officers 
began to surround the place the 
rats began to leave the ship in a 
hurry. 

Jack Southard, of the district 
attorney's office, caught a man 
running out the back door. An- 
other man dove through a window 
and fled on foot up Shields can- 
yon into the mountains, 


Inside the house the officers 
found Gettle, alive and unharmed. 
He lay flat on his back in bed, 
with his hands bound and a court- 
plaster mask over his face. For 
several minutes after the gag was 
taken from his mouth he was un- 
able to talk. 

The one captive taken in this 
raid was Roy Williams, who had 
been guarding the captive since 
the night he was seized. (Kirk was 
the master mind of the mob.) 

Meanwhile hundreds of officers 
seerched for the other man, be- 
lieved to be Kerrigan. In the 
midst of this hunt some one called 
up Captain Norris Stensland of 
the sheriff's office and asked him 
if he wanted Kerrigan. “Do I 
want Kerrigan!” shouted Stens- 
land. “Don’t be silly! Where do 
I go?” 

The man at the other end of 
the wire said Mr. Kerrigan would 
be found in a cafe at College 
street and Broadway. Stensland 
arrived there five minutes later. 
There sat Kerrigan, the only cus- 
tomer in the place. 

“I want you, brother,” said the 
captain. 


Captive’s Charge, 
Captain’s Retort. 


Kerrigan nodded resignedly and 
submitted to arrest. He had 
boarded a bus not far from the 
hideout and managed to get back 
into Los Angeles. “And you 
wouldn’t have me now if it hadn't 
been for a dirty stool pigeon!” he 
said bitterly. 

“That what all you crooks say,” 
Stensland replied in hurt tones. 
“You never give us any credit.” 

The case moved to completion 
with delightful rapidity. Threat- 
ened with a trial that might cul- 
minate in the death penalty, the 
trio pleaded guilty on Tuesday, 
the day after their capture, and 
were immediately sentenced to life 
imprisonment. On top of that the 
federal government indicted them, 
wiping out any chance of parole. 

This was the final blow. On the 
way to San Quentin they declared 
they had been double-crossed. 
They had agreed to plead guilty 
on the assumption that before 
very many years they ht win 
paroles. Instead they had been 
brutally indicted by the United 
states authorities.

These girls were kept in bondage chiefly by 
their ignorance of the language and customs 
of this country. Restriction of immigration has 
practically done away with this practice.

1916 when--the famous Caminetti convictiot 
was sustained by the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

Two men had taken two girls with them 
from California to Nevada and had lived with 
them as husbands and wives. Neither man had 
offered matrimony. The girls were of legal 
age and had gone of their own wills with the 
men. The men were convicted of having 
‘transported women’ across state lines ‘for 
immoral purposes.” 

The Supreme Court sustained the convic- 


This application was confirmed in — 


tion, but a minority, including the Chief Justice, 
wrote a strong dissent to the decision. It was 
pointed out that police statutes in the country 
were able to punish “private immoralities” and 
that the majority decision was offering a wide 
field for blackmail. 

The results have shown the wisdom of this 
lissent. Few cases ever reach public knowl- 
edge, but nearly every lawver knows a dozen 
cases of men who have been bied dry to satisfy 
blackmailers; the victims have not dared prose- 
cute, in the end, because their, many payments 
have been made to avoid publicity. 

Enough people had been goaded into turning 
on their persecutors, however, and enough ugly 
cases had appeared where the prosecution was 
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Nearly every lawyer hnows 
a dozen cases of men who 
have been bled dry to satisfy 
blachmailers. . . .

so clearly made for purposes of private revenge 
or to create scandal, that a few years ago an 
attorney-general sent out orders that he wanted 
no more cases brought into the federal courts 
under the White Slave Act where no commer- 
cial vice was involved. 

Nonetheless, as long as the White Slave Act 
remains on the books in its present form 
there is always a danger of further misappli- 
cation, and this provides a dangerous club to 
the unscrupulous. , 

For this reason an amendment to the Act 
has been introduced in Congress to limit the 
eapplication of the Act to its original purpose. 

It is a matter of dispute whether the whole 
Act should not be removed from the books. It 
is pointed out by various authorities that the 
regulation ef commercialized vice is a matter 
of community responsibility. No house ot 
prostitution, whether a hotel, private apartment, 
or roadhouse, exists for more than a week with- 
out local authorities being aware of its existence. 

Unfortunately for those who love to believe 
in the existence of ‘‘powerful white slave rings,” 
such things are almost non-existent in the United 
States. The number of women and girls 
“forced into a life of shame at the point of a 
gun is smaller than the number of women who 
are murdered by their husbands. 


fierce occasional lurid cases that appear in 
the newspapers are the exceptions. 

Almost every town in the country has a cer- 
tain number of houses of bad character, but 
the number is far smaller than ever before, 
owing to the changing moral, code. These 
places have but the loosest connection, one with 
the other. Is connection Is the fact that thew 
“entertayrérs pass from one house to the other 
with the aid of booking agencies, such as are 
run for any line of employment, from vaudeville 
work to school teaching. 

These agencies receive their fees from a 
vicious type of man who has learned how sim- 
ple it is to get an easy living by exploiting the 
affections of weak-minded and weak-willed 
women and girls. 

The willingness with which the girls turn 
over their earnings to the men who are exploiting 
them is one of the puzzles of sociologists. 

Girls who are arrested put up strong pleas 
of having been ‘forced into the lives they are 
leading. The story almost always breaks down 
on investigation. Any girl who wants to leave 
has only to walk out.

ORSHIP of the “memory of. “Countess 
Castiglione, strange, dynamic lady of the 
nineteenth century, has swayed the lives 

of at least three vivid personalities since the 
Countess’ death. Ganna Walska is the third in 
the absorbing trio and pays her .-respects very 
much as did her two predecessors. 

“That,” Mme. Walska will tell you as you 
step from the “jewel box” elevator to the salon 
floor of her Park Ave, mansion, “‘once belonged 
to the Countess.”’ 

You are confronted by an exquisite panel, 
decorated in the rococo style of the Second Em- 
pire. From then on it is one Castiglione relic 
after another. Mme. Walska’s boudoir tables 
are littered by powder boxes, jeweled combs, 
mirrors, vanities which belonged to the dead 
beauty. A Castiglione baby grand piano accom- 
panies Ganna during her operatic practice hours. 
if there had been such a thing as a Castiglione 
limousine, Ganna would ride in it; she sleeps in 
a bed once the property of the charmer she 
resembles. 

The Count de Montesquieu, first curator of 
Castiglione’s effects, which he bought at auction 
after her death, dedicated a suite to them in his 
ornate “Pavillon des Muses” chateau near Neu- 
illy, France. La Marquesa Casati, whose turn 
came next as a Castiglione fan, also surrounded 
herself with the possessions of the departed 
courtesan in a French chateau. And Ganna’s 
estate near Paris is crowded with the same 
charming relics. 

). But Ganna is unquestionably the most sedu- 
Jous admirer of the three, encouraged by her 
marked physical resemblance to Castiglione arid 
perhaps by the various episodes in her own life 
of more than superficial similarity to the Coun- 
tess’. For the last few years her ‘Castiglione 
complex” has waxed steadily — and there are 


acquaintances, perhaps 
overly imaginative, who 
will assure you that Gan- 
na’s features have grown 
more and more like those 
of Castiglione! 

she has meanwhile 
delved into all the litera- 
ture on the subject. She has neglected her social, 
even her musical routine to spend hours in Conti- 
nental libraries, reading every book she could 
find containing any mention of “the greatest 
beauty of the 19th Century.” The play she com- 
missioned Regis Gignoux, the French dramatist, 
to write—‘‘La Castiglione” —ran a short season 
in Ganna’s own ‘“‘Theatre Champs Elysee.” 

This.mystic infatuation for the reigning fem- 
inine personality of the Second Empire period 
in France raises one inescapable—and somewhat 
awesome—question. Is it possible that the 
Castiglione relics have been a “‘jinx’’ to Ganna? 

It is easy to dismiss this speculation as absurd, 
but it is not so easy to explain Mme. Walska’s 
almost theatrical succession of misfortunes, which 
commenced just about the time she became in- 
terested in the costumes of the Second. Empire, 
Castiglione’s period. 


IME after time, when Ganna was scheduled to 
sing, she succumbed to bad colds or influenza 
a few hours before the performance. There are 
at least three recorded instances of these mis- 
haps in America and several abroad. Hints 
were broadly spread, in musical circles, that 
Ganna simply was afraid to face the music and 
pleaded sick to escape at the last moment. 

I do not, without entering into the question of 
whether Ganna can sing or not, believe that she 
ever purposely side-stepped an appearance. It 
is certainly true that her Berlin premiere—by 
which she laid great store and for which she 
had prepared diligently — was injured by a 
severe hoarseness. The inevitable cold incubated 
during her train journey from Paris to the Ger- 
man capital. Yet on this occasion she refused to 
use a very real alibi. She sang anyway. 

The Berlin critics, listening poltely, wrote 
what will remain as masterpieces of ironic dis- 
missal. They said scarcely a word about her 
voice. her range, her tone, her selection of pieces. 
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THE IDEA IS BORN 


Instead they devoted their reviews to a discus- 
sion of Ganna’s jewels and her magnificent gown. 

In Washington a few years ago she gave a 
recital at Poli’s old theatre. Her voice was 
soundly flayed by Capital critics. Yet everyone 
backstage at that performance will testify that 
Ganna had an experience, just before she was 
scheduled to go on, terrifying enough to ruin 
anyone’s voice. An animal act had been playing 
the theater and as Ganna walked through the 
dusky wings there was a blood-curdling roar and 
a lion’s talons ripped the air a few inches from 
her face. She had passed too close to the beast’s 
cage. 


BotH Ganna and the Countess Castiglione 

shared the paradox of believing both in the 
near-divintiy of sheer feminine beauty and in the 
right of women to lead individualistic lives, vying 
with men in the shaping of politics and the mould- 
ing of empires. 

“Motherhood,” the Countess was reported to 
have remarked, “‘should never be permitted to 
impair in any way the most beautiful work of 
Creation, a lovely woman.” 

Castiglione had one child, a son who died in 
infancy, but she apparently refuted her own pro- 
nouncement by retaining her peerless figure and 
exotic features to a ripe old age. She was well 
aware of her own beauty, in an almost detached 
way, and before her entrance upon the Paris 
political scene she occupied a villa near Florence 
where—“‘I receive my admirers and contemplate 
my perfections.,”’ 

Ganna had very much the same feeling about 
her beauty; that there was not the slightest ex- 
cuse for hiding it or disguising it with false mod- 
esty. Once, years ago in Paris, she approached 
one of the great perfume manufacturers. 

*} want you to pul my picture and my name on 
a special brand of perfume and offer it to the 
public,” she said crisply.

Certainly Gan- 
na’s fortune must 
still total in “the 

millions, despite the de- 
pression and deflation 
of stock values—and 
despite her various en- 
terprises. Her ‘‘The- 
ater Champs Elysee” 
in Paris has continued 
as an artistic rather 
than a popular ven- 
ture. Kings and po- 
tentates from.all over 
the earth have occupied boxes there, but the 
general public has not demonstrated any con- 
stant and overwhelming urge to buy tickets. 
Then there is Ganna’s symphony orchestra, 
one of the best on the Continent, which she main- 
tains with no sparing of expense. Toscanini and 
other world-famous conductors have waved 
batons over this group. With musicians’ salaries 
ranging up to $150 weekly and conductors draw- 
ing from $2,000 up, Ganna cannot hope for a 
profit very often. 


ET she is, and herethe parallel with Castigli- 

one takes its first impressive tangent, a good 
business woman. She lives most of the time in 
Paris, but she has invested largely in American 
securities of a type that suffered least in recent 
years. And, oddly enough, despite the critical 
raps she has received with regularity, Ganna’s 
own concert tours have often been highly suc- 
cessful from a financial standpoint. 

Ganna cares little for money as an end in it- 
self. She proved that in breaking so promptly 
and so decisively with Cochran. Of course, the 
legal battle revolving around théir divorce was 


featured .by a steep 
demand on the part. 
of Ganna’s lawyers in 
her behalf. But it 
seemed clear through- 
out that Alex Cochran 
would have been per- 
fectly content to lav- 
ish yachts, diamonds, 
villas and cash on 
Ganna indefinitely 
had she been willing 
to give up her singing 
—which secretly irri- 
tated him—and settle 
‘down to the business 
of being simply Mrs. 
Cochran. 


HAT she was rego- 

lutely unwilling to 
do. Even in the case 
of her next husband, 
Harold McCormick, 
she could look for- 
ward to a lifetime of 
unstrictured spend- 
ing, with less inter- 
ference with her per- 
sonal ambitions. Mc- 
Cormick backed her 
loyally in all of her ven- 
tures. But she decided 
that marriage of any 
kind was too confining. 
She wanted to live 
alone, work alone, pur- —_ Se 
sue her enthusiasms, whether it be spiritualism 
today or;the Countess Castiglione tomorrow, ut- 
terly unhampered. 

Not only has she fought for independence in 
her own life, but she has sought to gain liberties 
for all women. She has campaigned industri- 
ously for the “‘separate domicile” principle. Her 
efforts have borne fruit, too. Several states now 
give wives the legal privilege of living alone, if 
they wish and pursuing their own careers. 

After Ganna achieved her legal oneness she 
had some difficulty in convincing the authorities 
which of her various mansions was her home. 
This was on the occasion of her entrance into 
America several years ago bringing a couple of 
million dollars’ worth of jewelry in her effects. 
The customs men claim that Ganna was a regsi- 
dent of Paris and therefore subject to the pay~ 
ment of duty on her costly trinkets. 

After a long wrangle she settled this argu- 
ment with the customs men but she has been in- 
volved in a number of other legal tilts. For ex- 
ample, a Russian artist sued her for ten thousand 
dollars, insisting he had been commissioned by 
Ganna to do her portrait and never been paid. 
Mme. Walska won the decision when the artist 
failed to furnish sufficient proof. 7 

She maintains relations of the utmost friend- 
liness with at least one of her millionaire ex- 
spouses. This is Harold F. McCormick, who is 
accustomed to send her bouquets of roses every 
time she comes to America on her concert tours. 
He is present at all her recitals and if, after a 
number, the house is blanketed by an embarras- 
sing hush—there is always at least one wildly 
clapping customer: Harold McCormick. 

During her New York sojourns Ganna leads 
a life of almost Spartan simplicity. No night 
clubs or bright lights for her. She receives her 
friends and pays a few calls but avoids excessive 
gaiety. She does not smoke and she has never 
drank a drop of alcohol in her life,

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No, 58.—‘‘Gideon’s Present Consumed by Fire.”"—The song of deborah and Barak is recorded in (Judges v.) In (Judges vi) is continued 
the story of Israel's transgression, and the punishment inflicted by the Lord. They were delivered into the hand of Midian for seven years, 
and because of the Midianites the children of Israel made themselves dens and caves in the mountains. They were greatly impoverished be- 
cause of the Midianites and cried to the Lord for relief. Then the Lord sent a prophet to rebuke them for their shortcomings, after which 
an ange! of the Lord came and sat under an oak in Ophrah. Gideon, the son of Joash,.was threshing wheat by the winepress to hide it from 
the Midianites, when the ange! of the Lord appeared to him, and told him that the Lord was with him. ‘‘And Gideon said unto him, O my 
Lerd, if the Lord be with us, why then is all this befallen us? And where be all his miracles which our fathers told us of, saying, did not 
the Lord bring us up from Egypt? But now the Lord hath forsaken us, and delivered us into the hands of the Midianites. And the Lord 
looked upon him, and said, go in this thy might, and thou shalt save Israel from the hand of the Midianites: have not I sent thee?’’ (Judges 
vi, 13-14). Gideon asked for a sign from the Lord. 
flour: the flesh he put in a basket, and he put the broth in a pot, and brought it out unto him under the oak, and presented it.

Gideon then began to gather together an army. ‘‘And 
Gideon said unto God, If Thou wilt save Israel by mine hand, as Thou hast said, Behold, | will put a fleece of wool in the floor; and if the dew 
be on the fleece only, and it be dry upon all the earth besides, then shall I know Thou wilt save Israel by mine hand, as Thou hast said. And it 
was so; for he rose up early on the morrow, and thrust the fleece together, and wringed the dew out of the fleece, a bow! full of water.”

He commanded that 
Gideon should go among his men, urging any who were afraid to return to their homes. Twenty-two thousand men departed, but there re- 
mained ten thousand. The Lord again spoke unto Gideon and told him to bring his men to the water, and He would select from them the 
ones who were to accompany Gideon. ‘‘So he brought down the people unto the water: and the Lord said unto Gideon, Every one that 
lappeth of the water with his tongue, as a dog lappeth, him shalt thou set by himself; likewise every one that boweth down upon his knees to 
drink, And the number of them that lapped, putting their hand to their mouth, were three hundred men: but all the rest of the people bowed 
down upon their knees to drink water.

If both 
hands are weak in the same suit, 
as they are quite likely to be, an 
opening lead may defeat the con- 
tract before the declarer gets in 
to cash his tricks. When the 
subsequent post-mortem develops 
that a game could have been 
made in a major suit which was 
never shown, both players are 
apt to feel that there was some- 
thing wrong with the bidding. The 
hand below is an example: 


West, dealer. 
Neither side vulnerable, 


West's opening bid is obvious- 
ly one notrump. What should 
East respond, after North has 
passed? It is easy for him to 
see a game in the combined hands 
and he has the honor strength to 
justify a raise to three notrump, 


but he likewise realizes that game 
is probably safer in the major 
suit in which his partner holds a 
four-card length. How can he 
test the distribution and arrive at 
a suit game eontract if that is 
the best declaration? The best 
way to solve this situation is to 
make a forcing takeout in an 
unbiddable minor suit. After such 
a-forcing takeout, the opening 
hand will respond with a major 
suit if he has one four cards in 
length. If not, he will bid three 
notrump, and there the hand will 
be played. Using this safety de- 
vice, the bidding on the above 
hand would be:

Thus a losing notrump contract 
is avoided and a winning suit 
contract is reached. This form 
of the forcing takeout is particu- 
larly applicable to cases where the 
responding hand has four-card 
lengths in both majors. 

It is interesting to consider the 
problems which confront the 
opening hand in replying to the 
forcing takeout. He must, of 
course, bear in mind that his 
partner is seeking a fit in a ma- 
jor suit. When there is only one 
four-card major in the opening 
hand, as in the above example, 
the position is simple. But what 
if he holds four-card lengths in 
both majors? Is he to give pref- 
erence to (a) the stronger suit, 
or (b) the higher-ranking suit, 
or (c) the lower ranking suit?

In the first place, we may rule 
out the preference for the strong- 
er suit. Such a preference would 
always leave the forcing hand un- 
certain as to whether his partner 
held one major or both. Moree 
over, distribution is the para- 
mount factor. 

A preference for the lower-rank- 
ing major has several advantages. 
Using this method, a three-spade 
bid, in response to the force, de- 
nies a four-card length in hearts, 
On the other hand, a three-heart 
bid has the advantage of econ- 
omy, since it enables the forcing 
hand to show the spade suit at 
the range of three-bids. 

A preference for the higher- 
ranking suit does enable the 
opening hand in some cases to 
deny two four-card majors, but 
it crowds the bidding § slightly 
more than the reverse method. 

The complete bidding on the 
East-West hands given above may 
now be examined afresh on the 
assumption that West’s bid in re- 
sponse to the forcing takeout 
shows his lower-ranking foure 
card major suit: 


Since the three-spade bid denies 
a lower ranking four-card major 
East knows that the fit is in 


spades only. 


INTERNATIONAL BRIDGE. 

Matches in which a number of 
European countries have partici- 
pated have been in progress to 
determine possible entries for the 
Schwab cup international match 
this summer in London.
